Tho problen of spneo to ncconnodate readers nnd books has bcooro acufco. 
i"ith n registration of over Z,Z10 stud onto thin past year, tho total nu'.tcr 
of goats in tho Unin and various departnontai roadlrtg-roons, Including tho 
Uodical nnd ’education libraries, is SCO. Tho approaching '’all torn will incron so 
tho congestion. V.ork roons for tho staff are crowded and inadequate, and tho 
preparation of periodicals for binding and tho entire work of ostrn-nurnl 
loans nro carried on undor nost difficult conditions nt snail tables sot 
botwoen rows of book choivoo in the ntnek-roon. All tho so conditions er.phn3ino 
tho need for a now library building. 

A scries of conferonceo was hold in October with Ur. A.L’. I'a thorn, 
consul tin,:* architect for tho University, end piano were drawn un and con- 
pletod for c now library building, which v;ill also houoo tho Lodlcal nnd 
Lx tension Libraries. 

Tho tnking-ovor by tho Univornity of tho teacher-training work of 
tho provinco involved the inclusion in tho University Library spotc*i of 
t)to fornor I’ornal school libraries in Ldr.onton and Calvary. These had 
boon in temporary quarters during tho war, with nany of thoir books in 
storage, and tho novo back into thoir own buildings involved tho packing 
and unpacking, the moving nnd shelving of thousands of volunos in tho 
short poriod botweon the ond of burner bchool and tho beginning of tho 
Ball tarn on *<o pi, ember 13. 

To r.cot tho heavy demand for canting space t-o additional reading 
roona woro not up, one in tho irts Buildin* and ono in the Lducation build¬ 
ing, each Dentin* about DO renders, nnd supervised by student oaolstanto. 

Study tables nnd chairs wero also placed in tho Lon’s and -orsen’s Connon 
roona, nnd have been used continuously, 

Tho crowd in" In tho low library, whore it suddonty .became nocennary 
to accomodate 40 read ora, forced tho removal of nil standing rtackn and 
tho addition of ID extra tables nnd BO chairs. Thin r.onnt tho roving of 
approximately 3,000 volumea to n room under Convocation Hall, where 
temporary aholvos woro built for then. Additional shelves have also been 
eroctod in tho Bain stock-room and aro already uoro than half filled.

Cnrsoron's work with ox- 
corvico personnel bocrnao ovorwholninqly hoavy# For thin reason a very 
consider’bio bnck-laq of order in/: and cat'loquinq remained for tho now 
staff to doal with In October, Tho last six months naw a completely non 
staff in tho department, and to tho tank of adjustment and roornanlnotion 
was added the lncroaood work rosultinq from tho heavy registration, and 
tho addition of the -duention Libraries and several now touching depart¬ 
ments. 

During tho nix months from Ootobor 1, 1945 to Larch 31, 194C, tho 
department ordorod 1,552 volumes; acconnionod 3,186 volunoa; catalogued 
2,567 volumos; and lebellod 1,588 volumes. In addition tho current filo 
of ordarc was brought up to dnto; book pockots and cards worn put in all 
books in tho Chonistry and ?JurBinq reeding rooms, and tho rcontnloquing 
of tho education Library (>xlr:onton) has boon bogun. Plan3 havo boon 
r.ndo to have Lins ^nrquhnrnon and an assistant spend two months thla 
summer in Calvary to rooatnloguo tho Education Library thoro,

.w wido variety of roferonco questions has boon nneworod, bib- 
liographioo prepared and material provided on many subjocts for stud- 
ont3 nnd faculty.

Cvor 800 current periodicals wore 
received und recorded; buck files of Journals built up by ordering 
missing volumos and numbers; and 608 volumos proparod for binding.
